T w e n t y - Four Thousand 
Khaki-Clad Troops Con­

Twenty four thousand

troops, the greatest concentration of

Bowsher's comment followed his 
reading of a controversy between 
eastern and western educators on 
the subject of grace and personality 
in teachers. 
Eastern psychologists and educa­ 
tors rather generally favor attrac­ 
tive women in the school rooms. 
Some western leaders aren’t so 
sure. 
Vierling Kersey, 
California 
state superintendent of instruction, 
pointed out: 
“Abraham Lincoln was not exact­ 
ly handsome in masculine pulchri­ 
tude—but he was a wizard American 
in brain pow-er.” 
Kersey said the California school 
system held no prejudice against 
pretty school teachers, but that it 
sought other qualities.

In Near Future

BALTIMORE, Aug 11—Onr h u n ­ 
d re d and twenty-five ton heavier- 
than-air planes able to carry sev­ 
eral hundred passengers, may be a 
reality in the near future. 
Glenn L. M artin, noted aircratt 
builder, today predicted и new era 
in aviation history, with planes five 
tim es as large as the greatest sea-

America—the 
China Clipper. M artin is head of 
the Glenn L. M artin Company of 
Middle River, Md., which construc­ 
ted the huge transpacific Clipper 
ships now in operation by the Pan- 
American Airways. 
Details Worked Out 
Details of the giant Clippers of 
the future have already been work­ 
ed out by M artin engineers, it was 
said. 
“Sometime ago, knowing that big­ 
ger ships were inevitable, we decided 
to figure out how large seaboats 
could be built,” M artin said. 
“In a rather rough form we had 
our engineers draw plans for a ship 
weighing 250,000 pounds. 
Such huge planes—undreamed of 
except by visionaries until Lind- 
bcrg's transatlantic flight in 1937 
turned the minds of aviators toward 
the possibilities of ocean travel— 
would bring Europe and America 
within 24 hours journey 
of 
each 
other. The ships would carry up to 
200 passengers. 
Top Limit In Size 
“For distribution of weight and 
ability to fly. sea boats of 125 tons 
are 
perfectly 
feasible,” 
M artin 
added. ‘ We were interested mostly 
in establishing the top 
limit 
in 
size.” 
Although M artin declined to go 
into details about the proposed fly-
